THE NEW TARIFF ON BOOK MATE¬ 
RIALS. 

The features of the Payne tariff, so far as 
it affects the publishing trade, are given else¬ 
where in detail, in comparison with the rates 
under the Dingley law. There is no change 
in the duty on books, but it may be noted 
that the exemption of works over twenty 
years old has been extended to cover works 
of art as well as books. The arguments of 
the Typothetse in favor of an increase of the 
duty on books to 75% were perhaps offset 
by the arguments in favor of free books, 
(despite continuing duties on the material 
of books,) with the result that this part of 
the tariff is left in statu quo ante. 

In regard to paper and its components, me¬ 
chanically ground pulp is admitted duty free,' 
except from countries not observing reciproc¬ 
ity, in which case the old duties stand; but 
there is no change in the duties on chemical 
pulp. Printing papers not above 2^2 c. per 
pound have been reduced in specific duties 
about one quarter, but there is no change in 
'Ordinary papers above that price, and on 
surface coated papers there has been an in¬ 
crease in specific duties to 5 c. per pound. 
It will be noted that the changes are all in 
the interests of newspaper publishers and 
against book publishers. 

The most remarkable change is in respect 
to lithographic plates and transfers. While 
electrotypes and stereotypes have been re¬ 
duced from 25% to 20%, lithographic plates 
and transfers have been increased from 25% 
to 50% ad valorem, in response doubtless to 
the noteworthy persistence or political power 
of the lithographic interest in Congress. Type 
metal has been reduced from i^c. to i x /\ c. 
per pound, but the duty on new type remains 
the same. 


In respect to binding materials there is 
little change. Binding cloth is the same, and 
silver leaf has been slightly reduced. Skins 
suitable for bookbinding have been reduced 
from 20% to 15% ad valorem. 

The particularizations and provisos of the 
new bill make it more difficult of under¬ 
standing than the previous tariff, and so far 
as the book publishing trade is concerned 
the “downward revision” seems to prove 
rather an upward revision. Had the duty on 
books been removed, as some advocated, and 
the duty on book materials stood as cited, the 
business of book publishing in this country 
would have been seriously handicapped. On 
the whole, book publishers can only be thank¬ 
ful that there is nothing worse. 


Booksellers should make their prepara¬ 
tions for stocks of seasonable goods early 
enough to insure an assortment that will ap¬ 
peal to their trade. Travellers are showing 
their fall lines, and from all reports the orders 
from the trade in the West are twenty-five 
per cent, ahead of their orders a year ago. The 
lines this year are unusually attractive, and 
while it may not be wise for every bookseller 
to stock up with every new title, he should 
be forehanded enough to “lay in” the lines 
that every one may know will sell “on 
sight.” We would strongly advise dealers to 
buy season goods now and to get ready to sell 
them when the proper time comes, such as 
Thanksgiving Day, Christmas and New Year. 
Goods for these seasons should be in stock 
early enough to be suitably displayed and 
. advertised so that purchasers may know what 
to expect. Proper displays and advertising 
are both essential features of the trade in 
season goods. Dealers should remember this, 
though the advice is given ahead of time, and 
when buyers show conservatism, the advertis¬ 
ing end should be emphasized more strongly 
than ever before.

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PAUL ELDER’S NEW BOOK SHOP. 

“Books in a Gothic scriptorium, books in 
the sort of place where books were born, and 
thought and learning felt at home, are,” ac-

cording to the San Francisco Chronicle , “what 
the new San Francisco will have to offer in 
Paul Elder’s store. It is a pity to speak of 
such a place as a store. Its atmosphere is as 
little suggestive of merchandizing, even of 
book merchandizing, as anything of to-day 
could well be. In such places clerics illumi¬ 
nated missals for the glory of God and wrote 
down their pious thoughts for love of man, 
and in such places the lamp of learning was 
kept alive by sequestered monks through the 
Dark Ages. Gothic arches intercross above. 
Between their supporting columns rise curtain 
walls of old gray stones, against which stand 
ranks and ranks of books. Along one side, 
but high up, a tier of stained windows gives 
the clerestory lighting of old cathedrals, the 
sort of lighting architects have struggled for 
as the ideal illumination of handsome inter- 
riors. Stairs in deep-panelled cases rise at 
either end to upper chambers, which at the 
stair heads look back into the main hall 
through windows of deep Gothic tracery, 
hancl-carved in heavy timber and richly gilded. 
This treatment has also been applied to a 
hooded seat in the main room, and to a tall 
glazed feretory on the center of the floor, 
which will contain some of those treasures in 
porcelain, silver and turquoise, or jade and 
gold, that Elder shows from time to time. The 
dominant color is gray—not a cold gray, but 
that solid and reassuring tone that things have 
a way of taking on when they have been a 
long time established. The ceiling runs into 
a somewhat livelier blue; and near the en¬ 
trance is a recessed settle that furnishes the 
main color note—a warm, bold mass of royal 
red. In such a setting books become intimate. 
Here is the air of ripe scholarship and that 
sense of establishment and permanence in 
which alone the mind finds its time and 
chance. With such surroundings men once 
lived the life of the intellect instead of the 
cash register. ... To create such an atmo¬ 


sphere beside the tide of traffic in a modern 
city might seem impossible, until one steps 
from the sidewalk of Grant Avenue into the 
hush, the quiet, the almost churchly peace of 
“Elder’s,” senses the coolness and security of 
its gray walls and arches and the beauty and 
strength of its Gothic treatment, making a 
refuge but a refuge, vital with the medieval 
spirit of work and service; and notes that the 
architect and the workman have wrought a 
perfect whole, consistent throughout, and 
without a suggestion of the haste and urgency 
of modern life. The place will be much dis¬ 
cussed. It has distinction and will have its 
distinctive fame and that will add to the fame 
of San Francisco, for which every true San 
Franciscan will be grateful.” 

IMPRESSARIOS TO PUBLISH MUSIC. 

Arrangements have been made by several 
of the most prominent managers of musical 
comedy in New York whereby they are to 
own and control a music publishing plant. 
Among the men at the head of this undertak¬ 
ing, in which thousands of dollars are to be 
invested, are Charles Frohman, Klaw & Er- 
langer, Charles Dillingham, Florenz Ziegfeld, 
Jr., Henry W. Savage, and, in fact, all the 
producers of musical shows who are aligned 
with the so-called theatrical syndicate. 

Negotiations are being closed for the pur¬ 
chase of the entire plant of one of the largest 
firms of music publishers in New York, and 
when this plant is transferred to the men 
mentioned they will then prepare to go into 
the business on a huge scale. 

One of the men financially interested in the 
project, in speaking of this newest venture, 
said to a representative of the Neiv York 
Herald: “We had hoped that news of our 
plans would not become public yet, but within 
sixty days New York will see a music pub¬ 
lishing firm with more money behind it than 
any similar organization in the world. When 
we get well under way there will be few good 
songs written by American or European com¬ 
posers which will not be bought by us. The 
system of a producer chasing over this coun¬ 
try and Europe for a song which he may 
think available for use in one of his produc¬ 
tions will be done aw^ay with. 

“We will be able to get the best w r ork of 
the song writers and turn out music that will 
be available to those who desire it, as well as 
to protect the copyright and exclusive rights. 
Under our plan, if one manager buys the 
right to a song from us he will own it, and 
no one else will be able to put it into a show 
at will, as is now the case in many instances. 

“We expect to get all the best songs at 
fair bargains from the prominent writers, and 
one of our aims will be the development of 
American song writers, of w’hom there are 
many.” _

The story takes a young Floridian, beginning 
at the age of fourteen, through a series of 
outdoor adventures and exciting episodes, 
culminating in a successful hunt for buried 
treasure It is said to be, above all, a book 
for manly boys of from twelve to sixteen. 

George H. Doran, New York, has just 
ready “The Compact,” the story of an un¬ 
recorded conspiracy in South Africa, by 
Ridgwell Cullum, author of “The Watchers 
of the Plains,” “The Night Riders,” etc. The 
compact is supposed to have been entered 
into between the Transvaal and Bismarck, to 
shut Great Britain out of the rich interior of 
South Africa. It was a magnificent piece of 
effrontery, the failure of which was undoubt¬ 
edly the origin of Germany’s bitterness and 
spleen over Britain’s later doings in South 
Africa. The romantic element is skilfully 
worked into this story of the future El 
Dorado of the world. 

Harper & Brothers will publish late this 
month a new story by Elizabeth Stuart Phelps, 
entitled “Walled In.” The series of volumes 
known as Harper's Library of Living 
Thought, consisting of books of serious im¬ 
port by con temporary authorities in all 
branches, is about to be extended by the 
addition of five new volumes. These books 
will be issued simultaneously in America and 
in England some time during August, and 
will cover each a separate recent field of crit¬ 
icism and discovery. The four volumes which 
have appeared previously are here recalled 
as Swinburne's “Three Plays of Shakespeare,” 
Tolstoi’s “The Teachings of Jesus,” Professor 
W. M. Flinders Petrie’s “Personal Religion 
in Egypt before Christianity,” and, more re¬ 
cently, Sir Oliver Lodge’s “The Ether of 
Space.” 

Moffat, Yard & Co. will bring out shortly 
“The Life of Mirabeau,” by S. G. Tallentyre, 
author of “The Life of Voltaire,” which is a 
result of much research; “Marriage as a 
Trade,” by Cicely Hamilton, a severe ar¬ 
raignment of the social system which, accord¬ 
ing to the author, “denies to women any real 
career in life other than marriage, and which 
seems to degrade marriage to the plane of a 
means of livelihood“The Light Beyond 
the Shadows,” by Hope Lawrence, a book 
addressed to those who suffer, and whose 
message is one of comfort in the sympathy of 
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the fellow suffering; “A Pixy in Petticoats,” 
by John Trevena, a love story of wonderful 
charm by the author of “Arminel of the 
West,” the scene of which is in Dartmoor; 
also, a new edition of Henry Van Dyke’s 
charming book, “The Music Lover,” with a 
frontispiece by Ivanowski. 

Longmans, Green & Co. will publish shortly 
a new book by Professor William James on 
the subject of Pragmatism, entitled “The 
Meaning of Truth: a Sequel to Pragmatism.” 
In this book, so the reader is told. Professor 
James has brought together all that he has 
ever written on the theory of knowledge, in¬ 
cluding the article on “The Function of Cog¬ 
nition,” which appeared in 1884; all his more 
recent polemic and expository contributions, 
and some replies to criticisms which will be 
printed for the first time in this volume. 
Their Andrew Lang book this year will not 
be a fairy book, as has usually been the case 
in the twenty-one volumes that have already 
been published in the series, but will deal 
with historical subjects, retold in narrative 
form for young people. It will be entitled 
“The Red Book of Heroes.” The book is 
written by Mrs. Lang and is edited by An¬ 
drew Lang. It will contain eight colored 
plates and numerous other illustrations by A. 
Wallis Mills. The historical stories which 
make up its table of contents are twelve in 
number. 

John C. Winston Company have in prep¬ 
aration a scholailv work on Assyriology, en¬ 
titled “Haverford Library Collection of 
Cuneiform Tablets, or. Documents from the 
Temple Archives of Tulloh.” It will form 
Part 11. of the work published several years 
ago by Professor George A. Barton, of Bryn 
Mawr College, and will contain no less than 
ninety-four new cuneiform texts, embodying 
much new information concerning the eco¬ 
nomic and political organization of the empire 
of the second dynasty of Ur. Professor Bar¬ 
ton presents in this volume a number of addi¬ 
tional Babylonian numerical notations to those 
previously known, and the volume will also 
contain corrections to Part 1. It will be a 
large folio and will be ready probably in 
October. They have also in preparation for 
publication in the early fall a novel by Mrs. 
Charles Tracey Taylor, of Germantown. It 
will be called “A Daughter of the Manse,”' 
and while it will be marked by a certain re¬ 
ligious tone, will possess interest of its own 
as a romantic narrative, dealing with real' 
problems of life. 

Little, Brown & Company have in prep¬ 
aration nine of Eliza Calvert Hall’s “Aunt 
Jane” stories, which will be brought out 
under the general title of “The Land of 
Long Ago.” So precisely does this collec¬ 
tion of stories reflect the spirit of the au¬ 
thor’s first book, “Aunt Jane of Kentucky,” 
that were not such a measure almost invaria¬ 
bly impolitic, it might have had the same title. 
The “land” is Kentucky, and the author 
knows the State and its people so well that 
she has no difficulty in finding new types and' 
varied backgrounds. The book will be illus¬ 
trated by G. Patrick Nelson arid' Miss Beulah- 
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Strong. They will add to Mrs. Etta Blaisdell 
McDonald’s series —Little People Everywhere 
—four volumes: “Manuel in Mexico,” “Um’e 
San in Japan” “Rafael in Italy and “Kathleen 
in Ireland.” Germany, Sweden, Russia, 
Egypt, Scotland, Holland, Canada and Spain 
will be the subjects of the next eight, and in 
the twelve six heroes will be matched 
against six heroines. Eight pictures, a col¬ 
ored frontispiece, and a cover in color form 
the equipment of the books to enter the field 
.against the rivals already in possession. 

Dodd, Mead & Co. will publish next month 
a new book by George Barr McCutcheon, 
entitled “Truxton King,” who is a sort of 
cousin to the “Graustark” family, described

tion. They will publish at the same time a 
new book by Mrs. Post, author of “The Flight 
of the Moth,” “Purple and Fine Linen” and 
other books that found instant favor with the 
public. No one who has read Mrs. Post’s 
•earlier books can form any idea of “The Title 
Market.” It is so far ahead of her other per¬ 
formances that it is difficult to believe that 
such an advance could be made in the space 
of a few years. They have in preparation for 
the fall a book entitled “Recollections, New 
and Old, of Joseph Jefferson,” by the famous 
-actor’s daughter-in-law, Eugenie Paul Jeffer¬ 
son. The volume aims to give an intimate 
account of Jefferson’s personal home life, tell¬ 
ing much that no one outside of the family 
-circle could tell, and narrating many things 
that the famous comedian was obviously un¬ 
able to mention in his autobiography. Anec¬ 
dote and reminiscence touching on the varied 
phases of Jefferson’s life are the characteristic 
forms of expression used in the volume, the 
familiar, personal note in which is heightened 
"by the illustrations, many of them from pho¬ 
tographs taken by joe Jefferson himself. The 
volume will be profusely illustrated. 

The Griffith & Rowland Press, (The 
American Baptist Publication Society,) have 
just ready a romance of the Northwest by 
Professor George R. Varney, entitled “Out of 
the Depths.” The story deals with the strug¬ 
gles of a clergyman who settles as a pastor 
of a large church in a city of the Northwest. 
He meets political corruption and he attacks 
it. He encounters Christian Science and sub¬ 
jects it to keen analysis and refutes it. He is 
assailed by subtle temptation and overcomes 
it. He is the victim of a base plot, but comes 
out of it unscathed, and wins as his wife a 
splendid girl whom he rescues from evil. 
They are planning to bring out next month 
a fourth volume in the Pacihc Series of juve¬ 
nile tales by Professor Edwin J. Houston, 
“At School in the Cannibal Islands,” a series 
in which entertaining adventure is skillfully 
•combined with the imparting of scientific in¬ 
formation concerning the South Seas and 
their inhabitants: “Ward Hill at College,” by 
Everett T. Tomlinson, the third of a similar 
series, which will deal with the serious prob¬ 
lem of clean athletics in school life. A fourth 
volume in the Church History Handbooks 


will also be ready in September. These are 
the-work of the Rev. Dr. Henry C. Veddcr, 
and the new volume will contain a concise 
history of the Baptist Church and a con¬ 
densed statement of the fundamental prin¬ 
ciples for which it stands. The society has in 
preparation, for publication in the fall, the 
introductory book in the series of the Na¬ 
tional Teacher-Training Institute Textbooks. 
It will be called “The Baptist Teacher- 
Training Manual,” and will be edited by the 
Rev. H. T. Musselman. 

On September 3. the John Lane Company 
will publish the first book on Sicily since the 
disaster at Messina. This is “Seekers in 
Sicily,” by Elizabeth Bisland and Anne Hoyt, 
and recounts the experiences of two Amer¬ 
ican ladies on one of the most fascinating 
islands in the world. The authors endeavor 
to interpret the spirit of the island, as well as 
to give an account of its natural beauties and 
the characteristics of its inhabitants. They 
pay particular attention to the association of 
Sicily with classical tradition and history. 
There is a stirring account of the discovery 
of Sicily by the Greek merchant, Theocles, 
and of the capture of Messina from the Sar¬ 
acens by the Norman, Roger de I-Iauteville, 
accompanied by but sixty knights and their 
squires. The illustrations are an important 
addition to the volume, and a unique feature 
is the adoption of the tribe signs or totems of 
the original inhabitants of Sicily as headings 
for the chapters. Stained glass is so inti¬ 
mately associated with the past history of 
manners as well as art, in England and on 
the Gontinent, that Charles H. Sherrill’s new 
book, “Stained Glass Tours in England,” a 
companion volume in subject to the same au¬ 
thor’s popular “Stained Glass Tours in 
France,” should be of interest to a large circle 
of readers. The book should, however, ap¬ 
peal especially to tourists, as Mr. Sherrill 
gives maps and careful instructions, that th,e 
traveller may see the most beautiful stained 
glass in England with the greatest comfort 
and convenience. The tours suggested by Mr. 
Sherrill are, moreover, so arranged that “by 
the time the pilgrim has completed them he 
will have obtained a well-rounded impression 
not only of glass, but also of the history as 
well as the ancient manners and customs of 
England.” The illustrations in the present 
volume are profuse and of marked excellence. 
The book will be published on September 3 
by the John Lane Company.
